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Japan is in the season of typhoon (a strong tropic-originated low 


pressure) and thunder storm. July O1 was a disasterous Monday. 
It had been rainning four to five times as much as usual vear, and 
the typhoon the 4th brought much more. It attacked JA2 area and the 
southern part of JA1 early morning of the Monday and distroyed some 
of big guns. Toshi JA2VPO the winner of 40m one-year-DXCC '84 lost 
his 2 elements yagi of 40. Unstable atmosphere of this season 
causes thunder storm and tornado in the pacific side of Japan land. 
On the other side of JA land, a foehn phenomenon occurs to grow the 
temperature up to 40-degree celsius. The temperature in the night 
in the southern half of JA land (specially along the coast) will not 
go below 25 C. after the rainy season ends by the middle of July. 
This uncomfortable heat and humidity will last by the end of Sep- 
tember in JA1 area. This is a good time for your new linear amplifier 
to be tested in the heat endurance run. Many of U.S. kilowatts 
gears get troubles in this season in Japan. (Mostly in the high 
voltage power supply and the plate circuit.) 

If U.S. government's Committee of Trade pushes and let Japanese 
Telecom change mind in order to allow the same out put power like 
U.S. amateurs (1.5 kw-pep), thousands of JA DX guys will surely buy 
thousands of KW linears from U.S. Qf course these gears should be 
made and tested in the subtropic area in Florida or somewhere, so 
that JA boys will not complain about the weakness of U.S. KW linears. 

Already, thousands of JA big guns need rewriting of the regulation 
of the out put power (now only 500 watts pep out put). Some twenties 
need twenty to thirty times more than the present one. Remarkable 
thing is that they usually import and use Collins commercial gears 
like 208U series, the old fashined U.S. gears. (They are charming! ) 
Such junks require severe maintenances, 


BIZNMN is located in "Tibet" so-called, Xizang, China. My atlas shows 
Nam Lake and a town Nagqui, 31-32 N, 91 E., so the Namunani Peak may 
be near this point.

Chinese letters or the alphabet and the alphabetic spelling may vary

Some JA amateurs believe that such Chinese "Zizhiqu" (Self-governed 
ward) should be a new DXCC country separated from common BY. This 
caused a caotic pileups when BIT@NMN came on the frequency. The JA 
operators in the team seem not to be hams or DXers. Better way to 
be picked up is to call the operator's name, instead of shouting your 
callsign in phonetics, Only (perhaps)less than a hundred JAs have 
succeeded to work the station by now. They went QRT already? 

The reason why BIQNMN and BYZAA (Xinjian Uygur Zizhiqu) can be 
counted.as new DXCC countries as some people say is that both of the 
stations are licensed by the local governments, which govern these 
areas separately from Beijin government. 

This theory has been heard from people who often visit China, 
like JAiUT and JR1HHL. JA1LUT is now in Qingjiang, north of Nanjing. 
He suggests another new station in the area. 


BY1SK, BY5RF, and BYZAA are the local "Youth Scientific Techno- 
logy Institute" club stations, Another new station in Shanghai is 
BY4A0M, a club station for "all old men'', who was active as "C" calls.

The concrete planning of 
the voyage will be made up by the end of October, and the krill boat 
will depart in December with the probability of 90%. Expedition 
can get on the boat and be carried to the sea near the island and 
after 24 hours (only!) the boat will leave the place. 

The operator, as Suzuki says, will be Jin Fujiwara JFLIST alone. 
The expeditioner has to drive an inflatable rubber boat from the 
krill boat to the shore of the island, and he has to climb up the 
rocky cliff slippery with sea weeds. The rubber boat may be hung up 
during the operation. After the operation is finished (in how many 
hours?), all the equipments and antenna(s) should be thrown away 
into the ocean, Nothing should be remained on the island, so requ- 
ests Norwegian government. The krill boat will wait for the operator 
go and come back, not anchored for 24 hours only.

Sao fome and Principe  consists=ot the main island Sao Tome, and 
the second island Principe, and other four islands. It has populat- 
ion of about a little more than 90-thousand. This is an agricultural 
country, and the main product is cacao, which has been the main export 
of the country for the past 150 years. From the middle of 15th 
century till the independence in July 1975, the land had been colo- 
nized by Portugal except about one-hundred years' rule by Netherland. 

During the Portugal era, the islands was known as the "prison" of 
the Portuguese African colonies, or the "key-stone" for the slave 
trading. Cacao production was forced to the islanders so that 90% 
of the cultivated areas are cacao fields, They used to export it 
and import wheat, rice, Indian corn, etc. the main foods of the 
dwellers. But after the independence from Portugal, the former land 
Owners threw away all the documents for the cacao plantation, so that 
the farmers left could not continue to crop and harvest as it was any 
more, and now they suffer from the decrease of cacao price in the 
world market, shortage of agricultural technology and chemicals to 
keep up the plantation, old age of the cacao trees, immatureness of 
trading Spi ly, CLC. So that they cannot buy the grains for the 
main foods from foreign countries, Due to shortness of the repair 
parts, maintenances of automobiles are almost difficult. 

In spite of the severe economical conditions, the islands are full 
of nature. You can see nothing but many kinds of fruits, papaya, mango, 
banana, tomato and coconut etc. and many kinds of sea foods, available 

from the fertile.soils of the islands and the sea. 

A high official says, "everything can be harvested; but we have 
no equipment to cultivate and fish." But the government accents on 
education of the children; 100% entrance rate of the children to ele- 
mentary school, and all graduates of highschool will get the degree and 
scholarship to study abroad.
